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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/20/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1 -1 5 are currently pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1 -1 5 are allowed. The closest prior art of record are Nakamura et al. (US 
5,250,389) and Krauss et al. (US 2006/0249239). Nakamura et al. and Krauss et al. fail 
to teach a process for the production of flexographic printing plates by thermal 
development, wherein the elastomeric binder is at least one styrene/butadiene block 
copolymer having a molecular weight Mw of from 80 000 to 250 000 g/mol and a 
styrene content from 15 to 35% by weight, based on the binder, the proportion of 
butadiene present in 1 ,2-linked form being at least 1 5% by weight, based on the binder, 
and the amount of the styrene/butadiene block copolymer is from 35 to 50% by weight 
and that of the plasticizer is from 25 to 50% by weight, based in each case on the sum 
of all components of the relief-forming layer as instantly claimed. No other prior art 
teaches a process for the production of flexographic printing plates by thermal 
development, wherein the elastomeric binder is at least one styrene/butadiene block 
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copolymer having a molecular weight Mw of from 80 000 to 250 000 g/mol and a 
styrene content from 15 to 35% by weight, based on the binder, the proportion of 
butadiene present in 1 ,2-linked form being at least 1 5% by weight, based on the binder, 
and the amount of the styrene/butadiene block copolymer is from 35 to 50% by weight 
and that of the plasticizer is from 25 to 50% by weight, based in each case on the sum 
of all components of the relief-forming layer as disclosed by the instant claims.
